Could you please provide me with an update soonest on what other projects were 
being funded? And I have two other questions: How much has Environmental 
Restoration been paid total since it started to work on the Gold King Mine? Was any 
money spent down river in Regions 6 and 9 after the leak? 
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Your request is a much deeper dive into EPA accounting records than I can accomplish. I 
always try to answer as much as I can without sending reporter to FOIA. But - 1 want to 
make sure your get everything you need and I don’t miss anything. You can file a FOIA 
online at https://foiaonline.regiilations.gov/foia/action/piiblic/home and it will get into a 
process that helps make certain you get all the items you are seeking. Here is what I was 
able to find out . The accounting modifications (32 and 33) were for other projects in 
Region 8. As I reported to you earlier, (34 and 77) made about 1.47 M in funding available 
for the Gold King Mine project in Colorado. I don’t know how much has been drawn down 
by the contractor. None of this money would have been for Regions 6 or 9.
